THE PROPOSITION OF E. SIMP- 
SON & €O. 

Moose Jaw May Have a Grist 
Mill for 1900 if the Above 
Firm Secure the Assistance 
Asked for —A Reasonable 
Proposition—Will it be Suc- 
cessful. 


Last April a public meeting of the 
farmers of this district and residents of 
the town was held under the auspices of 
the Moose Jaw Agricultural siety, 
when a proposal for the establishment of 
a flour mill in Moose Jaw was submitted 
by E. Simpson & Co. and endorsed by 
those present.

(20) years. 

The said firm of Messrs. E. Simpson & 
Co. hereby agree to do the gristing for 
the said subscribers at the rate of 30 
cepts per 100 lbs. of wheat and to return 
all the flour and offal that the said wheat 
when ground will produce.

schools have been liberal in the past and 
no doubt will continue to be liberal, but 
the proportionate grant to individuai 
schools must decrease as the number of 
new schools increases. The amount of 
money at the disposal of the Government 
for educational purposes is not unlimited. 

The number of pupils enrolled was 16, 
754, an increase of 2178. The number 
of teachers employed was 483. This 
would mean an average of thirty-four 
pupils for every teacher, certainly a good 
average for this new country. Of the 
teachers empioyed 232 were men and 2) 
were women. The scholastic standing 
of the teachers may be judged from the 
grade of certificates they hold. There 
were 116 first class, 271 second class, and 
only 96 third class teachers. This is a 
remarkably good showing for the North 
West. The Covernment grants to the 
schools amounted to $133,642.79 for the 
past year, while the grants in 1886 made 
a total of only $8,908,72. Twelve years 
have made a vast difference in the North 
West schools. 

Assiniboia had 256 schools, 
129, and Saskatchewan 41. 

During the year the aggregate cost of 
buildings and improvements amounted 
to 829.740. 

The Superintendent of Education, Mr 
D. J. Goggin, MLA., gives an elaborate 
report, in which he deats with the various 
educational problems that confront our 
new-country. The influx of foreigners 
who mostly settle in colonies, presents a 
problem which must be met and solved 
very shortly, if the increased population 
of this country is to be made a distinet 
gain to the country in the truest and 
highest sense. The question of atiend 
ance at school is also an important one. 
The Superintendent strongly advises 
more coersive measures to compel better 
attendance. He argues that the power 
that supplies the funda so libgzaily for 
educational purposes should alyy gee that 
the means of education be taker’ advant 
age of. This report also deals with the 
inspection of schools and other matters 
relating to school life and study in an 
exhaustive manner. 

Next come chapters on the maintain 
ence of schools, programme of studies, 
regulations concerning teachers’ certifi 
cates, authorized text books, the Domin 
ion Educational Association and pro 
fessional examination af teachers.

BOOKKEEPING B. C. 


Clay Records of Business Transac- 
tions Temp. Darius Il. 


An American archwological expedition 
excavating at Nippur discovered in a room 
20 feet below the surface some 730 clay 
tablets, the business records of a rich firm 
of merchants, Ulurashu Sons. These doc- 
uments are dated in the reigns of Arta- 
xerxes I (464-424 B.C.) and Darius II 
(425-405 B. C.). The tablets are of vari- 
ous sizes, some resembling the ordinary 
cake of soap of coinmerce. They are cov- 
ered with cuneiform characters clear and 
distinct as when the bookkeeper of Ulu- 
rashu inscribed them 32,500 years ago. 

Among them is this guarantee for 20 
years that an emcrald is so well sect that 
it will not fall out: 

‘*Bel-ahiddina and Bel-shumug, sons of 
Bel, and Hatin, son of Bazuza, spoke unto 
Bel-nadinshumu, son of Morashu, as fol- 
lows: ‘As concerns the gold ring set with 
an emerald, we guarantee that for 20 years 
the emerald will not fall out of the ring. 
If it should fall out before the expiration 
of 20 years, Bel-ahiddina (and the two 
othors) shall pay to Bel-nadinshumu an 
indemnity of ten mana of silver.’ "’ 

Then follow the names of seven witnesses 
and of an official who ts described as ‘‘the 
ecribe of the Concordance of Proper 
Names.’' The document concludes with 
the thumbnail marks of the contracting 
partivs,

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THE GRIST MILL PROPOSAL. 


Some years ago a movement was set 
on foot to organize a joint .tock company 
for the purpose of erecting and operating 
a flour mill at Moose Jaw; but owing to 
what seemed to be insurmountable diffi- 
culties the scheme fell through and we 
are still without a mill. But during re- 
cent years considerable interest has been 
takenin the matter. About a year ago 
Mr. McFarlane, of Jamestown, Ont., sub- 
mitted a proposition to the town Council 
asking for a bonus as an inducement to 
build a mill at Moose Jaw; but—as we 
said at the time--the aldermen very 
wisely refused to grant the request, in 
the first place because the town could 
vot afford to make the investment, in the 
second place because a town that offers 
a bonus confesses that its facilities, in- 
ducements and opportunities for the 
proposed enterprise are inferior ; and the 
enterprise that demands a bonus con- 
fesses that the conditions under which 
it will operate are unfavorable. 

But Moose Jaw wants a will and we 
are not likely to get one unless there is 
some financial aid secured or special in- 
ducement offered. Since the above 
scheme was submitted to the Council, 
another proposition has been made. This 
time it is the well known local firm of E. 
Simpson & Co. who have come forward 
with a scheme, the provisions of which 
we publish in another column. In short, 
Mr. Simpson's proposition is this: That 
if the town Council grant him exemption 
from taxation for twenty years on the 
inill property, and the people of the dis- 
trict subscribe $10,000 and allow him the 
privilege of paying it back, without in- 
terest, by grinding their wheat, his firm 
will build and operate a fifty-barrel flour 
mill. 

Mr. Simpson's request seems to be a 
reasonable one. The firm is one of the 
pioneer institutions of Moose Jaw, and if 
any encouragement is to be given we be- 
lieve in letting the Jocal man have the 
preference. To grant exemption from 
taxation for a reasonable number of 
years would not burden the taxpayers to 
any alarming extent, and would be fully 
offset by the benefit a mill would be to 
the town; while those who advanced 
money would have the mill property as 
first security, and would eventually be 
paid in work. 

It is almost superfluous to dwellon the 
advantages to be derived from having 
this industry represented in our midst, 
but in view of the proposition that has 
been made, it wil! probably be in place 
to point out a few of the greatest benefits. 
In the first place we would like to say 
what benefits the farmer should also 
help the town. At present the farmer 
has either to buy the product of outside 
mills or hau! his grist to Regina, which 
means a round trip of eighty miles and 
taree or four days travel. There are 
quite a number of farmers who take the 
trip and every year the number is grow- 
jog. This helps to draw trade to Regina, 
but if we had a mill thetrade would come 
to Moose Jaw. Then a flour mill would 
Le an advertisewent and an inducement 
for new settlers to come into the district 
and help build up the town. 

But the greatest benetit would be to | 
the farmer. It would be money in his | 
pocket. At present he has either to} 
take the trip to Regina or pay cash for ! 
the product of other mills. To illustrate 
the benefit the farmer will derive Mr. |

One of the 
advantages subscribers will have is that 
their grinding will be done for 30c. per 
cwt. instead of 40c., which will be charged 
non-subscribers. 


THE AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 


The result of the fourteenth annual 
exhibition of the Moose Jaw Agricultur- 
al Society, held on the 9th inst., must 
convince any observant person that the 
day of the small showis over. In future, 
if the district is to maintain its reputa- 
tion for agriculture, the Agricultural 
Society must either branch out and hold 
a show that will be of some educational 
value to the district, or else devote its 
energies to some other object provided 
‘for by the Ordinance under which it 
exists, such as the introduction of pure 
bred stock, or of new varities of seed 
grain, upon institute work or the des- 
truction of noxious weeds. But it will 
indeed bea pity ‘f a town the size of 
Moos; Jaw, with the surrounding district 
so well settled and prosperous, cannot 
have an up-to-date agricultural society 
and an annual exhibition that will be a 
credit to any community. The only 
justification for the holding of an exhibi- 
tion is its educational value, and unless 
the prize list is generous enough to in- 
vite competition and the show of such a 
nature as to afford facilities for compar- 
ing the products of different localities, 
this result cannot be attained. If the 
Moose Jaw and Regina agricultural 
societies could amalgamate and hold an 
exhibition at each place alternately we 
believe the undertaking could be made a 
success. More substantial assistance 
could be obtained from both the Domin- 
ion and North-West Governments, the 
membership would be larger, and with 
what would be derived from gate receipts 
and other sources of revenue, the society 
could offer a prize list that would invite 
competition and there would be some 
glory and benefit in capturing a prize. 

This is what THE Times would like to 
see done, for we believe that the Moose 
Jaw district can hold its own witi: any- 
thing that is produced in the agricultural 
line. Regina has already the necessary 
buildings and grounds for the holding of 
an exhibition on a large scale, and through 
a uniting of certain interests, and with a 
comparatively small outlay, Moose Jaw 
could also have buildings and grounds 
equally as good. The interests we refer 
to are those of the Town Council, the 
Moose Jaw’ Agricultural Society, the 
Moose Jaw Hockey and Skating Club 
Co.,the Curling Club and the Turf Club. 
We understand thata movement is already 
spoken of which will unite these inter- 
ests. 

It is this way: The town Council have 
under their control. Crescent Park. 
Hitherto it has never been utilized for 
anything. Through the permission of 
the council the skating and curling rinks 
have occupied the market square for the 
past three years, but the term has not 
expired, and some time in the near 
future a new site will have t« be looked 
for. The Crescent would be a a fairly 
convenient site and it is said that the 
Council might grant the clubs the privil- 
ege of building there in lieu of the use

BOA RD OF TRADE. 


For the past few years THE T1mzs has 
been advocating the formation of a Board 
of Trade for Moose Jaw, but up to the 
present without any good results—at 
least not the result hoped for. But as 
each year goes by we become more 
thoroughly convinced of the need of 
some organization to arouse public in- 
terest in our district and direct enthus- 
iasm along the most effective lines. The 
prospects for a bountiful harvest through- 
out the Territories this year is now 
almost assured, and next spring there 
should be such an influx of settlers as 
the country has not yet experienced. 
Moose Jaw does not want all of them, 
but we should have our share. This we 
will not get unless some united and well 
directed effort is put forth. We have 
here as good a district as can be found 
in any part of the North-West, and the 
general success that has attended pioneer 
efforts should be 2n inducement for new 
settlers. Our district is a large one and 
there is plenty of land yet open for home- 
steading-——lend alongside of which good 
crops have been grown for the past 
fifteen vears. But we don’t let the in- 
tending immigrant know of this, and he 
is drawn to another district through the 
influence of organized effort. In fact 
nearly every town of any importance. in 
the North-West has a Board of Trade, 
most of them incorporated bodies, in 
which the most public-spirited citizens 
take an active interest. In some of the 
towns to an outsider it would appear 
that the Boards of Trade are of almost 
more importance than the municipal

THE BONDSMEN BILL. 

The following is the full text of the bill 
introduced by Hon. Mr.Sifton and passed 
by Parliament respecting securities for 
seed grain indebtedness : 

Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows : 

1. The Governor-General in Council 
may discharge from liability persons who 
are liable to the Crown as sureties upon 
bonds given to secure re-payment for 
seed grain furnished by the Crown to 
persons in the North-West Territories in 
every case where, upon inquiry, it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Minister of the 
Interior that land owned by or entered 
as homesteaded by the primary debtor is 
liable and is in the opinion of the said 
Minister sufficient security for the sum 
owned by the primary debtor.

era of progress in the working of the 
Civil Service which has never been ap- 
proached before. Such a record as this 
offers full justification for the claim with 
which Mr. Fielding closed his address 
that the Government might appeal with 
perfect confidence to the country for its 
endorsation. 


A PRACTICAL VIEW. 


Nowadays when it is so difficult, in- 
deed almost impossible, to secure the dis- 
cussion of any important political ques- 
tion impartially and on its merits, it is 
both useful and pleasant to hear the 
opinion of those who are in no way pre- 
judiced by political considerations but 
who view current events from a practical, 
businesslike standpoint. Such, for ex- 
ample, is the position of the Monetary 
Times, which comments thus, editorially, 
upon the railway subsidies :—“A decided 
advance on the right path has been 
made by the Ottawa Government in deal- 
ing with railway subsidies. These pay- 
ments are no longer to be gifts, for which 
nothing but an indirect return in general 
benefits is expected ; the rilways are to 
pay in services—carrying the mails, Gov- 
ernment stores and militia supplies, 
which are now paid for in money. It 
will not always be possible, perhaps, for 
the Government to make as close a_bar- 
gain as it could make if no advance by 
either party to the other were in question. 


THE VALUE OF THIS CHANGE OE POLICY 


is in fact that henceforth we are to deal 
with railway companies on business 
principles, so much for so much. That 
is the general rule, any departure from 
which will be severely criticized. But 
we must not run away with the idea that 
this change of policy, important as it is, 
will relieve the country from payment 
for postal services to railways which in 
the past have been largely built with 
donotions of public money and public 
lands, and to which the Government is 
paying about $1,250,000 a year for ser- 
vices. On the old roads payment for 
postal services will have to be made as 
heretofore: But the essential thing will 
be that the Government grants in aid of 
railways will cease to be bonuses for 
which nothing but an indirect return is 
expected. The Government advances 
will be made in expectation of a direct 
return. The qualified railway subsidies 
will this year amount to a large sum- 
$6,540,29>—but if the Government gets 
the interest on that amount in the 
carriage of the mails, etc., railway bonuses 
will change their nature, though they 
may retain the name, even after it ceases 
to be appropriate. The proper name 
would be Governinent advances, a fair 
remuneration for postal services rendered 
being equa! te the interest onthe amount 
advanced.”

Steel Is Scarce for Shipbuilding. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 16.—Owing to

pany, of this city, has been complied 
to red'ice its force of 6,000 men. Three 
hundred men were laid off a few days 
ago, 500 more were suspended at the 
close of: work today, aud by j the end of 
the week 1,500 men will have Leen 
laid of. The decision of the company 
affects all departments, aud has caused 
consternation among the employees. 
Uther shipyards on the Delaware river 
are also experiencing trouble in getting 
iron and steel. At present there are 37 
vessels in course of construction along 
the Delaware, and fully 21 of them 
will be del:yed, owing to the lack of 
material. 

Factory Fire. 

Toronto, Aug. 16.—A fire broke out 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock in the 
Whitworth & Restall mattress factory 
or Bat street. Many of the employees 
had a narrow escape from being 
caught in the flames, which burst forth 
from an upper window with astonish- 
ing rapidity, but all escaped save Mag- 
gie Cronyn, agd 27, who had to jump 
trom a third story window. She 
alighted on a mattress and was upin- 
jured by the fall, but was badly burned 
about the head and body before jump- 
ing. Fireman John See also had a leg 
broken. The damage done will amount 
to $6,000.

Mysteriously Shot. 


Chatham, Ont., Aag. 16.—At the 
summer residence of Ald. Geo. Stevens, 
prominent business man of this city, at 
Erie Bech, fourteen miles from here, 
his son, aged 15 years, was mortally 
wounded by a rifle shot last night, the 
ball entering the abdomen. There is 
great mystery about the shooting. Lat- 
er particulars from the scene may deve- 
lop a sensation.

FILIPINOS’ TREACHERY 


DISPLAY A FLAG OF TRUCE AND 
FIRE AT THE AMERICANS. 


Capt. Parker Takes San Mateo After 
Some Sharp Fighting After 
Maj. Cronin Had Failed. 


Manila, Aug. 15.—While the 17th 
infantry, durin? last Tuesday’s battle, 
was approaching Calulet aiong the road, 
the troors saw a groupof fifty Fili- 
pinos outside the town uuder a flag of 
truce. Some, who were in white cloth- 
ing, held up their hands to signify 
that they were unarmed. Capt. Hart, 
with a detachment, advanced cautious- 
ly toa point within 200 yards of them 
when the Filipinos picked up their 
guns aud fired a volley. The Ameri- 
cans dropped into the bushes uphoart on 
the first movement and returued the 
fire. At this the Filipinos ran off. 

Word has been received from Lieut. 
J. G. Gillmore, of the United States 
gunboat Yorktown, who was captured 
by the insurgents last April, near Bal- 
er, on the east coast of Luzon. The 
message, which comes through Spanish 
prisoners, is to the effect that the 


| Officer and his men are at Vigan, in 


the province of South Ilolos on the west 
coast of Luzon. All but two were well. 
Lieut. Gillmore is allowed a house and 
a s¢rvant and is fairly treated. 

The insurgents bave taken the ag- 
gressive in the neighborhood of the 
railroad. On Saturday night they un- 
successfully attacked San Luis on the 
Rio Grande. ‘Ihe Americans had one 
man, a sergean:, killed, and two priv- 
ates wounded. <A _ recopnoissance on 
Friday by troops of Gen. Samuel B. M. 
Young’s brigade, with the object of de- 
termining the whereabouts of the 
enemy near San Mateo, northeast of 
the San Juan river, about ten miles 
from Manila, resulted in the occupation 
of San Meteo. The American loss was 
three killed and thirteen wounded, in- 
cluding a lieutenant ox the 2ist infap- 
try. 


SHOT HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Eastwood Picks Up « Weapon and 
Jokingly Points It at His Head, 

Rat Portage, Aug. 15. —Tos village 
of Keewatin was th? scene of a rather 
peczliar accident yesterday. Mr. and 
Mrs. Eastwood, who have only been 
married a short time, were dressing in 
their room about 11 o'clock in the 
morning, when Mrs. Eastwood picked 
up a revolver which her husband had 
left lying on a stand, and ina joking 
way fnid: ‘I’m going to learn to 
shoot.’’ Almost simultaneously the 
weapon was discharged, and young 
Eastwood received the bullet in his 
nead. The bullet entered the face on 
the left side of the nose and came out 
near the right ear. The distracted wife 
gave the alarm and Dr. Beatty was 
summoned. He found Eastwsod ina 
precarious condition, but after drrvesing 
the wound he revived somewhat and 
the doctor has hopes of his recovery if 
blood poisoning does not setin. The 
wounded man is « son of Constable 
Eastwood, of Keewatin. Deep sym- 
pathy is expressed for Mrs. Eastwood 
who is prostrated over the affair. 


L. J. Short Shoots His Wife. 


Carnduff, N.W.T., Aug. 14—Last 
night Mr. L. J. Short attempted to 
murder his wife and then committed 
suicide at the house of Mr. Joseph 
Daffield, about six miles out of here. 
It appears that after Mr. and Mrs. 
Short had retired for the night they got 
into an altercation, Mrs. Short threaten- 
ing to call for Mr. Duffield. Mr Short 
said, ‘‘If you do I willl shoot.’’ Mrs. 
Short them screamed and he at once 
fired two shots, one taking effect in 
her neck the other 1n her cheek. Short 
then placed the revolver in his own 
mouth and fired, death taking place in- 
stantaineously. 

Mrs. Short will likely recover. Mrs. 
Short has been keeping house and 
Mr. Short was working as a farm hand 
for Mr. Duffield, who is a widower. 


Jas. Moore Ran Over by a Train. 

Portage la Prairie, Man., Aug. 15.— 
An unfortunate accident occurred near 
the old C.P.R. depot here yesterday 
morning by which an old sesident, 
James Moore, lost his life. While 
walking down the track with another 
gentleman, Mr. Fullon, he was struck 
by the eastbound Brandon local and in- 
stantly killed. He had been warned of 
the near approach of the train, but 
when the locomotive was quite near he 
seemed to become dazed and stepped 
into the middle of the tracks. ‘The 
engine threw the body into the air, and 
the corpse was strewn among the track 
and badly cut up. 


Father and Son Drowned. 

Windsor, Ont., Avg. 15.—Julius 
Brown, an employee of the malleable 
iron works, and until a year ago a resi- 
dent of Toronto, with his 10 year old 
son Walter, was drowned Saturday 
evening in the river here. Brown was 
bathing and being an expert swimmer 
had put his son on his back and gone 
for a swim. when he was seized with 
cramps. When the bodies were recov- 
ered an hour afterwards the toy was 
still tightly clasping his father’s neck.

Johannesburg, Aug. 15.—The Stand

‘“‘The Boers are convinced that there is 
nothing for it now but the arbitrament 
of arms. All sorts of warlike rumors are 
in circalation. It is alleged that the 
field cornets have received orders to 
supply unarmed burghers with rifles 
free and to substitute Mauser for Mar- 
tipi-Henry wherever the latter are still 
in use.’’ 

Pretoria, Aug. 15.—Despite General 
Joubert’s denial, it is reported that the 
goverpment made large purchases of 
mules last Saturday.
